NSWER. 


S to the Firſt, there is no Ballaſt Shores built nearer 
the Mouth of the ſaid Harbour, but one, which was 
erected by the Power and Greatneſs of Sir Robert} 
Heath, when he was Atturney-General, but it was 
alwayes oppoſed by the Town of Newcaſtle : Whichi 
Shore, and oppoſing the Buildings and Ute there- | 


F its being ſituated near the Mouth of the Harbour (from 
whence it 1s near two Miles diſtant) be a good reaſon againſt 
making a Ballaſt Shore, Why then are Ballaſt Shores allowed 
to be made nearer to the Mouth of the ſaid Harbour, and juſt 
above and below this place; And, if this be allowed to be 
a Reaſon againſt it, the ſame will hold, and is ſtronger againſt

any Ballaſt Shore ih any other place of the River. For, the unavoidable 
fall of Ballaſt out of Ships , will be the ſame in other parts of the River as 
 *twill be in this, and the Ballaſt blown into the River by Winds, will be 


very much more off from thoſe Keys, where great heaps (nay Hills of it) | 


of, hath coſt the Town near Two thouſand pounds, onely to preſerve the| 
River, becauſe by experience it hath been found of dangerous conſequence| 
to the ſame. X | 
Beſides, Obſerve, That the great Damage that comes to the River, is| 
by Ballaſt Newly caſt, eſpecially in ſuch an open place as Farrows-| 


. already lye, then 'twill be off from new Shores ( eſpecially this ) where 
there will be room enough to lay Ballaſt behind the intended Wall, for 
Ages to come, without making heaps of it 3 and if Ballaſt be blown into | 
the River, either above or below, 'tis equally prejudicial to 1t: and, what 
does the River moſt Harm, is the continual waſhing of Sand every Tide | 
out of Jarrow-Slike , which will be prevented when this Wharte is made, 
and the Stream outward being made ſomewhat quicker by 1t, twill waſh 
out the Sand and make a firm Bottom for Anchorage, and very much better | 


 Oikeis, where there is no Hills to abate the force of theWind, from| 
blowing Ballaſt into the River, as there is at all other Shores. And 

as to the waſhing of Sand every Tide into the River from Farrow-| 

9like (as pretended ) we have not found any ſuch thing; but on. 

the contrary, it is rather a Recepfacle for Sands that come down the: 

River in great Floods. _ 

2. As to the Second , it is a great Miſtake, to ſay, That no Ships go} 
over any part of Jarrow-Siike, whereas it is the conſtant prafice of all ſmall!

er of them at all : and, if any Wrecks happen, the deeper and [witter the 


Wer is, the eaſier they may be weighed. 
The third Reaſon is a Fallacy, and hath nothing of truth 1n it, tor the 
Tide will flow all one it now doth, after this Shore 1s built. 


. If Keels cannot lye there, they will not lye there, nor Ships to recavye 
Coals ; for, the intended Bill forceth nothing more, than what Convent- 
ence will oblige men to; fo, that it it be not found convenient, 'twill not 


' be done, but things will go on as they do. 


's. To the 5th, the ſame anſwer goes, if thoſe that take in Coals, find they 
can have them cheaper above, they will do itz and, if thoſe that keep 
Lighters, think it not for their Interelt to make it more, they wlll Iet it 
alone, being no way forced to do any thing by the intended Bill.

7. As to theScituation of that place, 'twill be the ſame when the Shure 
is built, that now it is; and, 'tisa miſtake, to ſay, There are many Ros 
*twixt Farrow-Slike and the Stream. But, in caſe there were {o, 'tis proha- 
ble, that thoſe that deſign this new Wall, wil uſe all the Stones for buid- 
ing, they can near it get,and will leave the Stream wider than it is, anddo 
all they can to remove ſuch Rocks as lye before it, to make the place fit 
for Ships to ride there, whereby the Raver will be made very much beter 


than now it is.

Lighters have in Stormy Weather,and which yearly preſeryes mas 
ny from being loſt, 
3- As to the Third, pretended to be a Falacy, is likewiſe a mighty mi-: 
ſtake ; for, what 1s affirmed by the Town, is upon expericnce, for theref 
was much more Water at the Cole Steaths, three or four Miles up the River 
aboye Newcaſtle 4.0 years ago, when there were no Shores, but two or three, 
then there is of Jate 3 and if this Farrow-Slike ſhould be taken in, in alll 
probability moſt of the Cole Steaths would be layed in, and rendred ulcleſs,} 
and conſequently no Coles could be fetched from them but in Spring-| 
Tides; and then judge how Ships could be diſpatched, or how poflible it 
is, that the price of Coles ſhould be caſed,or leflened, by ſuch an unlikely 
undertaking. 
4. As to the Fourth, Experience teacheth, that in things of this nature, 
where the Damage 1s molt certain, and the loſs irreparable, we are not to] 
hazard the making ule of rh Cor tor private Mens advantages, eſpecially 
where the Channel will be {p6iled, the whole River endangered, and con- | 
ſequently the Cole Trade utterly ruined , which, is the Nurſery of Seamen | 


and Navigation.
